"All children who are work- 
Ing and are under 18 years old 
must have work permits in or­ 
der to be legally employed," 
according to Lowell Fuller, 
work coordinator at Narbonne 
high school.

"This applies to all types of 
employment and also is true 
whether the minor Is working 
during vacation from school or 
during a school day," Fuller 
•aid.

The labor law of • California 
which protects minors is very 
specific and provides severe 
penalties for employers who 
employ young illegally and lack 
of a work permit is a direct 
violation of the law. Maximum 
penalties for employers range 
up to heavy lines and Impri­ 
sonment.

Work permits can be obtain­ 
ed by the student from the high 
school which he attends. There 
Is no charge made for Jthis 
service.
